An Army is divided into Brigads& 
eommanded by- Officers named Brigadj 
deers. Fhe Brigads of Horſe congf; 
tain twelve Squadrons a piece; and 
the Squadrons a hundred and fifty 
Troopers. The Foot forthe moft parſi 
conliff of five thonſand men, that 1 
ro ſay of fix Battaltions. The Battal 
Hots of the Regiment of Guards conf 
rain five Companies; and the Cor 
panies an hundred and fifty SouldiersÞ; 
'* The Battallions of the other Frexc 
Regiments conſiſt of fixteen Comp 
nies5 and the Companies of fifth 
Sonldiers, three parts Musketeers, ang 
the fourth Pikes. 

The Sw;//e Battallions have only; 
four Companies, but every companf 
contains an hundred and fourſco 
MEN.

Every Freech Battallion eſides they.

ſeem almoſt aſſured of Victory be-

Ngeneers are very neceſſary as well 
| for Attacking as defending 'of 
places. But the *chiefeſt care that is 
' 4 be taken, is to chuſle ſuch as are 
J not only skilful, but who are as brave 
Ly as knowing; the meaning is, that theſe 
, imployments require expert and yn- 
1 daunted men. 

When the Ingeacers have view'd 
the plage that 18 tobe Attacked, they 
make their report of it tothe General, 
and te]l him the part which they thiok 
weakeſt; and to which approaches 
may be moſt ealily made, When an 
Attacque is reſolved, it is their duty 
to mark out the Trenches, the places 
of Armes, the Galleries, the Lodgings 
on the Counterſcarp and Half-moon, 
and to bring on the Works juſt to 
the Walls, by the favour of Musket- 
ſhot; ſettivg our to the warkmen that 
are appointed ther, the Works that 
they 


they are to finiſh in one night. [ 
have ſaid that they ought to be expe- 
rienced and undaunted men, becauſe 
all that cannot be performed with- 
out great danger to their perſons, 
And beſides an Ingeneer who is 1gno- 
rant or fearful, many times does but 
little mind his bufinefſs, and makes in- 
tangled works which muſt be-begun 
a new again with the loſs of many 
men. 

They ought to take orders from the 
General or the Lieutenant General 
for the day, about what is to be 
done in the Trenches: give-them a 
faithful account of all; demand a 
ſufficient number of Labourers, and 
inltruments, provide every thing that 
may be needful to them, and ſecure 
them at the Reer of the Trenches, 
or in a place appointed for that end, 
As Faggots, Pick-axes, Gabions, Sho- 
vels,” Spades, Hatchets, Sacks full of - 
Earth, Planks, Tuns, Joiſts, and 
many other things which cannot be 
wantinginan Attack. It is their part 
' alſo to mark out the lines of circum- 
: | vallation, 
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vallation, -with Redoubts and An- 
gles of fit diſtances. 

There are more or fewer Ingeneers, 
according as there is need of them 
Wn by a Chief, ſuch as is at 
preſent the Sieur de Yauban, Mare- 
ſchal de Camp, and Governour of 
the Citadel de Liſle, and who has 
given ſufficient marks of his Cou- 
rage and skill on many occaſions, not 
only in the Attacking of places in 
Holland, Flanders, and the Franch 
Comte, but likewiſe in the Fortifica- 
tion of Townsand Citadels in France, 
which his Art hath endred impreg- 
nable, and put in a condition not-to 
fear any attempts.

He Charge of Colonel General 
of the French Infantry has been 
extin&> ever fince the death of the 
Duke of Eſpernon.It gave an abſolute 
power over all the Foot ; Juſtice wa 
executed upon them every where in 
his name 3 he named Officers, and 
had a Company in every Regiment, 
which was called the Colonels : and 
the Commanders of Bodies had no o- 
ther name but Maſters de Camp: but 
fiace the ſuppreſſion of that charge, 
they have left that Title, (which is 
ſtill retained amongſt the Horſe) and 
taken the name of Colonel. 
The Charge of a Colonel requires 
a Perſon of Quality that is rich, and 
who commands his Captaits abſojute- 
ly. And that his Regiment may be 
good and well entertained, he is to 
oblige them to take care of their 
Come 
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Companies, and to make choice of 
good inferior Othcers. | 

His duty is to lead his Regiment 
whitherſaever he is commanded, and 
to march at the head of it, with a 
Hauſſecol or Gorget, and a Pike in 
hand: , When he is in a Battel his Poſt 
is with the Pikes, three paces before 
the Captains.
